Only three teams play in the Quebec conference this season and there are only eight games 
per team, so every match is important. Heading into the weekend the Stingers were tied in first-place 
with the UQTR Patriotes. Both teams had 2-1 win-loss records. 

An impressive 7-3 victory over the McGill Martlets last Friday and a solid 3-1 win over the 
Patriotes in Trois-Riviéres on Sunday gave Concordia four points. 

‘I'm very pleased with the way the team played,” said head coach Les Lawton. “We played with 
intensity which is something we've been working on.” 

The Stingers have finished the first half of their schedule. The next games for the team will be 
Jan. 5-7, 2001 when Concordia hosts its annual Theresa Humes Hockey Tournament.

Marie-Claude Allard of the women’s hockey team and Wayne Alexander of the men’s bas- 
ketball team have been named Concordia Stinger athletes of the week for the period ending Nov. 
26. 

Allard, a veteran right wing, played solid hockey in Concordia’s wins over UQTR and McGill 
last week. She scored one goal and added one assist in Concordia’s 7-3 defeat over McGill on 
Friday. Then on Sunday, she collected a goal and two assists in the Stingers’ 3-1 win over the 
Patriotes. A native of Neufchatel, Que., Allard, 21, is studying in the Concordia psychology program. 

Alexander, a guard, was instrumental in helping the Stingers in two games last weekend . In 

N 85-81 loss to the No. 6-ranked Carleton Ravens, Alexander collected 17 points, six rebounds and 
three assists. The following day in a 94-78 win over the Ottawa Gee-Gees, he had 22 points, seven. 
rebounds, six assists and three steals. The Ottawa native is a third-year psychology major.
